Receiv- 
ing no answer to his summons, fhe 
secured a chairand looked through the tran- 
som and saw the deceased lying upon the floor 
with his face downward. Coroner Auler, 
who lives in the immediate vicinity, was sum- 
moned and upon his arrival found the de- 
ceased lying on the floor as above stated, with 
his right hand under his abdomen 
and a blue Whistler five-shooter 
revolver lying about six inches 
away from his side.

**TO ESTABLISH TRADE.” 
The American Exporter contains some in- 


teresting information about the late ‘In- 
dustrial Deputation to Mexico,’’ which was 
thought to be of such revolutionary char- 
acter in establishing new commercial rela- 
tions between the two Republics. It says: 

The party of excursionists who went down to 
Mexico wenttoestablish trade between the 
two countries, about as much as Noah went 
up the mountain to take abath. They went 
to have a good time, and they had it. It was 
started asa speculation, and it paid. Its 
manager needed money, and he made it out of 
the excursionists. Hehad an eye to trade 


himself, and he came back Mexican Consul at 


Chiqago. Some of the excursionists wanted 
business, but a great many more of them 
wanted a warm climate in cold weather, a 
grand time at the expense of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment, and plenty of Mexican whisky. They 
got the warm weather and the whisky; but all 
they got at the expense of the Mex- 
ican Government you could put in your eye. 
As a business- undertaking, the expedition 
was not even a colossal fraud—it was a very 
smallhumbug. Tecall it ‘*The American 
Industrial Deputation’’ was enough to make 
an overworked Mexican donkey smile. I have 
before me a list of the excursionists; of the 
eighty persons enrolled, Ican pick out at a 
moment’s notice forty-four persons who had 
no business whatever, ostensibly or otherwise. 
Of the remaining thirty-six, not six actually 
went to Mexico to extend their trade; and not 
four of these actually did anything towards it. 
If they had, they would not have succeeded.

The man 
who did the most flourishing business was a 
chremo man from Chicago, who sold cheap 
but gaudy chromos at high prices, 

just as fast as the Mexicans could 
make the change. The exhibition in the Col- 

lege of Mines, if it could be looked upon seri- 

ously as an exhibit of American wares, would 
be a standing disgrace to the country... The 
goods exhibited were of the cheapest and most 
ordinary kinds, and there were very few of 
them. There is a ten-fold better display of 
American goods in any pawnshop’s sale store 
the Bowery in than was exhibited in Mexico.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 17.—One week 
ago youl correspondent made mention of 4 
certain Kate Emmell, who was here from St. 
Louis, at the same time hinting that the death 
of Chartey Spooner was surrounded by certain 
facts that tended to prove his death to have 
been occasioned by foul means. The grounds 
for this statement are as follows: Kate Em- 
mell comes here at the opening 
of the session to either ply 
her vocation, or to inerease Spooner’s 
infatuation for her. She seems to have cor- 
responded with parties in St. Louis, for she 
grew suddenly very jealous and alarmed, as 
was shown by a remark let fall by her that 
‘*no other womtan should ever have Charley 
Spooner.’’ A few days pass; another letter 
comes. She is alarmed at the situation of af- 
fairs in the city, and goes down on the 20th of 
February. A letter shortly after comes toa 
friend of hers here, in which she makes this 
assertion: ‘‘As soon as I can get rid of Charley 
Spooner I will return to Jef- 
ferson City.’? This word ‘‘rid’’ may 
mean a great deal when taken in connection 
with other remarks made by her and by 
Spooner. : 

Onthe night of March 1, Charley Spooner 
dies of apoplexy accompanied by convulsions. 
Now your correspondent has been conversant 
with cases of apoplexy and has talked with 
physicians on the subject, and it may be 
stated that a comatose state attends all such 
deaths, and convulsions in such cases have 
never been known. At the Coroner’s inquest, 
a policeman swears that Spooner had told 
him that ‘*he was afraid of this woman and 
was fearful she might do him some harm.’’ 
Now, taking these circumstances 
all together, and also the fact that the woman 
seems to have become alarmed at the Post- 
DISPATCH article and taken her flight to parts 
unknown, things certainly look very suspi- 
cious, and your correspondent feels it his duty 
to make these circumstances Known, that, if 
necessary, some action can be taken by Mr.

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Old-Time Chivalry---Strange and Violent 
Deaths of the Alstons Through 
Many Generations. 


{From the New York Herald. | 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 14, 1879.—The kill- 
ing of Colonel Robert A. Alston in this city, 
on last Tuesday, revives the memory of the 
most famous family, probably of the old-time 
chivalry days—the fighting Alstons of Carolina. 
The history of this audacious strain of blood 
is interwoven with the history of those turbu- 
lent days when gentiemen fought at the drop 
of a hat, and aslight movement of the pistol 
finger was the answer to all insult or insinua- 
tion—the close of all argunient. 

The Alstons were gallant men of gentle blood 
and usually large fortunes. They were free 
livers and utterly reckless fighters, and often 
became involved in difficulties that drained 
their estates with costs and forfeitures. 
Probably'the best known of them, Colonel 
‘Ben Alston, had several affiairs of honor, and 
wounded his antagonist every time he went to 
the field. He wasan imperious, passionate 
man, as cool under fire as he would bein his 
drawing-room. His most notable duel was 
with Hayne, whom he weunded in the knee. 
On one occasion he was Visil- 
ifig in Augusta, when a_ gentle- 
man, mistaking him for an acquaintance, 
tapped him across the shoulders with a riding 
whip. Alston wheeled as quick as ligt wing. 
The gentleman apologized in the most ample 
terms. Alston took the whip from his hands, 
lashed him across the back and then said, 
**Now, sir, your apology is accepted.’’ Of 

‘course a meeting followed. It is said that 
Alston once fought a gentleman who disputed 
the age of some wine of which Alston had 
been boasting, throwing some of the wine in 
his face that he might get its full flavor. 
~ Colonel Bob Alston came of the family 
known as the Halifax Alstons. Thejr estates 
lay-about Halifax, N. C., and they dominated 
that whole section for years. They were enor- 
mously wealthy, and traveled from one of 
their estates t6 another in almost regal state. 
They bad hundreds of slaves, and always trav- 
eled witha coach and four and a small army 
of retainers. The men were princely¥in their 
Aabits of expense, and put the ‘‘code’ above 
the Bible. The women were high-strung 
and spirited. Mrs. Bob Alston, the 
grandmother of the subject of 
this sketch, always carried her own sheets and 
pillows with her when she traveled, and a 
cate of loaf sugar. ‘‘I have known her,’’ says 
€ol. Bom Howard, a connection, ‘‘to put

A volume might be 
filled with the bloody exploits of these two 
brothers, but I shail only deal with the sons 
of Col. Bob Alston, who were the later Als- 
tons’ inmmediate ancestors. 

AX ALSTON MUST DIE WITH HIS BOOTS ON. 

Old Colonel Alston, who was himself killed 
in a duel—had three sons—Willis, Gideon and 
Augustus. Willis Alston was the father of 
Col. R. A. Alston. Each of these brothers 
came to his death by violence, or died, as the 
family tradition runs, ‘*‘in his boots.’’ Gideon 
Alston, the first of the three to die, was killed 
in a peculiar manner. His brother Willis was 
in Nashville, on a lordly frolic, when he. be- 
came very much enamored of the lady who 
Afterward iarried Sam Houston—a Miss 
Trimble, I believe. He paid her assiduous 
suit for several months, and, while engaged 
in this dalliance, formed an attach- 
ment for a young Spanish boy, named Pelat. 
This boy was friendless and poor and Alston 
adopted him,taking him home with him when 
he left Nashville.

COL. ROBERT A. ALSTON. 

Col.-R: A. Alston was 4 remarkable man. 
Filled with all the chivalry, fearlessness and 
hot-headedhess of his race, he dreaded, above 
all other things, meeting anend like his an- 
cestors.- It was not fear. foran Alston does 
not know what fear is. He was as bravea 
man as ever lived. In the army, as one of 
Morgan’s lieutenants, he was the most reck- 
less and daring of them all. He once actually 
had a biscuit shot from between his teeth, but 
with a laugh he continued his breakfast. He 
said to your correspondent once: °*I 
have a “boy who. is a hot-headed 
fellow himself, and I have taken my wife’s 
hand in mine many atime and kneeled with 
her by his bedside and anny to God that I 
might bequeath hima legacy of peace anda 
quiet death.’’ It was his highest ambition, 
as he has often said, to break tne old tradition 
that ‘‘an Alston must die in his beots.’” Once 
again, I was with him when he was golng to 
the field to meet Colonel E. Y. Clarke, ofa 
rival newspaper. The challenge had been 1s- 
sued, and he was just going tv take the mid- 
night train. Suddenly, he turned to 
adark wall, and, leaning his head on_ his 
band, prayed aloud that God might spare him 
the death his people had died, and allow him 
to live in peace till a quiet death should claim 
him. He never believed, however, that this 
would be granted him. It made him gloomy 
to talk of it, but to his friends he would say 
that he knew his destiny was to ‘‘die the Al- 
ston death.’’ He even had a superstition 
that a certain man was going to kill him. 
There never had been any trouble between 
them, but Alston always said, ‘*That manis 
my  fate.’’ The man was his friend, 
and became anvthing else. 
Despite gloomy thoughts Alston 
was a devout believer in the code. After he 
had joined the church he still adhered to his 
belief. ‘*It is a peacemaker,*’ he said. In 
South Carolina. where the éode stood above 
the State law. there never Was so quiet and 
decorous a community.
